Continuation of 1 1. With respect to applicants' argument that "ASP does not teach using signatures to detect structured query language 
injection", examiner respectfully disagrees. ASP shows a way of using validation controls to test the user's input. More specifically, ASP 
teaches that "the page framework passes the user's entry to the appropriate validation controls or controls" and that "the validation 
controls test the user's input." ASP also teaches using "different types of validation" in order to achieve this. With respect to applicants' 
arguement that ASP "does not teach a method for stopping SQL injection", examiner notes that the claims simply mention validation 
controls and do not specifically mention anything about "SQL Injection". ASP and PBDR suffice to teach validation and also anticipate the 
claims as currently stated. Applicant also argues that PBDR does not teach query signatures. Examiner notes that PBDR teaches using 
SQL for validation; it is ASP that teaches using validation controls. ASP teaches using validation controls to prevent inconrect or invalid 
statements from being entered.. 
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
